ed their domestic relations unbearable. 
The husband, according- to the wife, 
caused her great mental anguish by his 
harsh treatment, and by applying- ap- 
probrious, epithets to her. 


In granting- the decree Judge Ogden 


said: 
"Madam, a divorce of two peo- 


ple who have been man and wife for 
20. years is not a step to be taken with- 
out advisement. 1 am sorry 
that so

In 


granting- you a decree you realize that 
you will lose something- in your prop- 
erty interests. As a wife your inter- 
ests would be looked after much bet- 
ter than if I issue the decree. I am 
sorry that the laws of the State of 
California do not permit of a heavier 
punishment to be visited on the guilty 
one." 


It was at this point the plaintiff burst

a slender alimony than remain with 
her husband.

RICH STRIKE IN THE PACTOLUS 


MINE NEAR TONOPAH, 


NEVADA. 


Charles Man, the architect, departed 


last night for Tonopah, the new Ne- 
vada gold camp, in a joyous frame of 
mind. 
He had returned home from a 


visit to Tonopah about ten days pre- 
vious, and his hurried trip back to the 
camp was caused by a letter from his 
son Louis K. Man, stating that a rich 
strike had been made in a mine In 
which he was interested.

thirteen years ago. 
He put up a sign 


and deposited a bottle setting forth his 
claims to the island, erected a flagpole 
and .hoisted the United 
States flag. 


Then he sailed away from the Island, 
leaving it unoccupied, a fact 
which 


may vitiate his title. Of these facts he 
informed the State Department, but he 
neglected for many years to file in the 
Treasury Department the bond requir- 
ed by the Guano Island laws. In fact, 
this bond was only filed within the last- 
year. 
Meanwhile, finding a 
deserted 


island, some Japanese landed and be- 
gan to take away the guano. There are 
believed to be two score of them now 
on the island and the Japanese Gov- 
ernment holds that their title is good.

PASSING OF THE BLUE. 


The 
blue uniform which has dis- 


tinguished the American army 
ever 


since the days of the Revolution has 


! been 
practically discarded. 
It 
has 


J been retained for show purposes, 
but 


i it •will no longer mark the American 
| soldier in the field. The new service 


j uniform adopted by the Army Board 
! is a .brownish green. 
Doubtless 
the 


change is far better, from a military 
point of view, but it is difficult to re- 
strain a feeling of regret at the pass- 
ing of the historic blue uniform. 
It 


has been the badge of brave deeds on 
many a stricken field, and is imbedded 
in the poetry and history of our war 
literature. 
But 
the 
passing of the 


blue calls attention to its origin. The 
blue is the color of Britain's militia 
and 
colonial troops, in contradistinc- 


tion to the scarlet of 'the British regu- 
lars. During the French and 
Indian 


wars, the Colonials wore the blue, and 
that 'Color marked General Pepperell's 
gallant troops at 'the seige o£ Louis- 
burg-. 
Washington's regiment 
under 


Braddock -was the "Virginia Blues," 
so-called from the hue o£ their uni- 
form. When the Revolution broke out, 
the Colonists kept the uniform they 
wore under the English flag and called 
themselves "Whigs, which was the name 
of the political party in England that 
favored 
redressing- 
the 
grievances 


which drove the Americans to armed 
resistance. And today blue is the col- 
or 
ot 
the British Liberals and the 


British militia. It is a good color, sig- 
nifying love of liberty, 
freedom 
oC 


conscience 
and resistance to oppres- 


sion. It will always be '\vorn in 
the 


hearts of America's soldier boys, even 
if they do not wear it on their backs.

Samuel Gompers, president of 
the 


American 
Federation of Labor, 
and 


several other gentlemen conspicuous in 
the international labor activities, -were 
in Oakland last night as the guests of 
the 
Federated Trades o£ Alameda 


county. 


President Gompers and party arriv- 


ed'on the 7:15 narrow gauge from, San 
Francisco, and were met by the ex- 
ecutive committee of the San Francisco 
Labor Council and hundreds of mem- 
bers 01' trade unions. After a short in- 
formal reception at Fourteenth 
and 


Franklin streets, the men fell into line 
and preceded by a band, paraded tile 
principal streets oC the city. 


In the carriages were seated Presi- 


dent Gompers, Vice-President Duncan 
oE the Granite Cutters, Max Morris of 
the Retail Clerks, P. B. Preble, J. B. 
Lennon and C. 1C. Smith. 


After the carriages came hundreds 


of the union men, representing all of 
the various 
trades. 
Altogether 
the 


parade \vas several .blocks in length. 


THE MBETING. 


Immediately after the parade, Pres- 


ident Gompers was driven to the Expo- 
sition Building, where a public recep- 
tion was held, during' which the dis- 
tinguished visitor sfioke on fhe subject 
oi' "Federation." 
The large hall was 


well tilled with spectators before the 
president and party arrived, and short- 
ly al'lcr the visitors .hud taken their 
seals on a large platform at one end 
of the hall, the place was crowded with 
t,he friends of unionism. On the -plat- 
torni were seated the speakers of 
tile 


evening and 
prominent members 
of 


the local unions. M. J. Keller, A. F. 
Carpenter, R. F. 
Jackson. J. F. 
\V. 


iSohst, A. Jonas, and F. M. Farwell, 
represented the Board of Trade, and 
the Merchants' Hxfliange, were seated 
on the platform as viee-presidejus. 


CAU.E'D TO ORDER. 


P. B. Preble, secretary of the Fed- 


erated Trades oE Alameda County, in 
a few Introductory remarks, presented 
C. K. Smith, president 01 the Federated 
Trades of Alameda county, and who 
acted as 
chairman 
throughout 
the 


meeting. 
Mr. Smith congratulated those pres- 


ent that they were to have the pleas- 
ure of listening to President Gompers. 
•fie described the peaceful 
conditions 


11.iw existing between employer 
and- 


employe, and pointed out that it would 
always be so as long as unions ex- 
isted. Mr. Smith then introduced .T. B. 
Leunon, secretary of the tailors' union. 
In part Mr. Lennon said: 


LENNON'S TALK. 


"We do not come here as mission- 


aries tonight, but as fellow laborers. 
We are delighted at the conditions in 
which we lind the trade unions out 
here. 
The determination on the coast 


is much stronger than we have it in 
the East and the spirit of fellowship is 
as strong, ic not stronger, than we have 
it in the East. 
I3ut there are no "divid- 
ing lines—nothing separating us. Tour 
wages are higher as a general thing 
than in the East and you have not the 
sweat shops—you have not the little 
children in the mines—for this thank 
God. 
You should see those little ones 


that should be ill school working for a 
paltry sum per day in the eoa! mines 
of Pennsylvania. They are a living ex- 
ample to the whole world. There 
at 


present a fight is talcing place for man- 
hood and bread. If you could see the 
conditrbn of the children you woud say 
'God speed the day when the child can 
he taken from this work and put in 
the school house.' 
"A man who is paid 
small wages 


cannot raise the family that a man can 
who is paid higher wages. 
A. union 


man receives 25 to SO per cent more for 
his labor than a non-union man. 
Con- 


sequently they are the better citizens." 


Mr. Lennon then gave a, resume of 


the la.bor conditions and the good re- 
sults that followed when n. working- 
man -belonged to a. union. 


THOS. KTOD'3 SPEECH. 


The chairman then introduced Thos. 


I. Kidd of the woodworkers' union. He 
said in part: 
"[ am delighted to be with you to- 


night and also at the grand showing 
that, you have made. 
Unionism is in 


the ah' and It is iroving- and moving 
ever to attain a higher position. It is 
evident that unionism is abroad in the 
land. 
"There are some people -who say that 


•we 
breed dissatisfaction and discon- 


tent, 
And we do. And we will do so 


until our children are taken 
from 


work and put where they should be in 
the school room and homes. 
We are 


going to increase the 'great army oC 
dissatisfied 
and 
discontented 
people 


until 
our ' industrial conditions are 


changed. 
"VTe want the golden harps 
and the white robes, and the promised 
land right here on earth." 


Mr. Kidd then told of the horrible 
state of affairs t h n t would exist wer" 
unions to dissolve and said that they 
should stand by each other and or- 
ganize. 


PRESIDENT GOMPT3RS. 


Chairman Smith then said in pre- 


senting the speaker of the evening: 


"1 have the honor to present to you 


the 'grand old mail' of tile unions—the 
man "who stand?1, as a bulwark. 
be- 
tween 
the 
trusts and labor, Samuel 


Gompers, president of the Federation 
ot' Labor." 


After the cheering had ceased, Pres- 


ident Gompers said in part: 


"1 was much impre.ssed with the re- 
marks of our chairman. Brother Smith, 
'out all of these great men and 
grand 
heroes dwarf into, comparative insig- 
nificance the nearer we are to them. We 
recognize a man. but he is not a. man 
unless he is a. union man and he does 
not do bis duty towards bis fellow men 
until he becomes a union man. 
As a 


matter of fact the waters that are still 
become stagnant—It is the waters that 
are moving that become a factor 
in 


the universe. 


"By speakers preceding me 'we have 


been called 'agitators.' Now we 
are 


agitators, not in the worst meaning of 
the world, but in the best. They call 
us 'professional agitators'—if we are 
such, we will soon be knocking at the 
doors of the universities and colleges 
and demand our diplomas. 
There are 
some men who are doing their utmost 
to depress us while others are attack- 
ing- us from 'within and without but 
in 
spite of the relentlessness of our 
attackers the. Federated Trade Unions 
have grown and grown and I see only 
strength and prosperity in the 
future 


for 
them. 
No organization on Dearth 


has been a.ble to withstand trie" at- 
tacks 
made 
upon 
us 
and iwe are 


stronger than ever for it. 
"Tins 
is a practical organization, 


dealing 'With the affairs of man of the 
present time and 
you can't 
improve 
the 
condition 
of the 'working people 


without Improving the condition of the 
entire people. 
I most heartily 
en- 
courage the union people, to use their 
political power! There is no cecession 
of the .work in securing the rights 
to 


which they- are entitled. He that fails 
to'do. " h i s duty to his country is a 
traitor to his race.

the 'workingmen themselves. The bet- 
ter wages recently secured by us have 
whetted our appetite for'more and we 
see the rights to which we are en- 
titled and we are doing the best :we can 
to secure them.
